the Alberta hotel. 

Mr. Macdonnell was entrusted with 
a mission of great importance to the 
city of Edmonton, the province of Bri- 


tish Columbia and the Dominien 
Government. His work has been no 
less than the selection of 4,500,000 


acres of land in the north-east corner 
of the province of Britis: Columbia on 
hehalf of the Dominion Government. 

All who are familiar with the story 
of coniederation are familiar with the 
story of this land. At the time that 
British Columbia came into the Domin- 
ion as one of the tertas of the agree- 
men , it was provided that the moun- 
tain province should vest in the Domin- 
ion 10,,000,000 acresofits lands, which 
land the Dominion proposed to apply to 
the subsidy granted to the C.P.R. This 
land became known as the “railway 
belt” in B.C. and for miles and miles 
along the C.P.R., along by Kamloops, 
Ashcroft and the Fraser there is a 
strip 10 miles wide on each side of the 
track which was turned over to the 
Dominion and is still in the hands of 
the Federal Government. 

The railway however, refused to ac- 
@ept this mountain land as part of its 
subsidy. 

At the time this bargain was made 
there was still coming jo the Domin- 
ion a matter of 4,500,060 acres which 
had mot yet been selected, and by an 
arrangement between the coast pro- 
vince and the Federal authorities the 
north-east corner of British Columbia 
was set aside as a reserve from which 
the Dominion when the time was pro- 
pitious, might select their land. 

The selection of this land was the 
mission entrusted to Mr. Macdonnell. 

Py a glance at the map it will be 
seen that the courtry in question, 
while geographically a part of B. C., 
is by its natural boundaries a part of 
the last west. Stretching beyond the 
continental divide there is a corner of 
British Columbia, bounded on the east 
by the 120th meriSian, on the north 
by the 60th parallel and.on the west 
by the Rocky Mountains, making arec- 
tangle of prairie couniry annexei tc 
the mountain province. Across th’s for 
150 miles, between Hudson’s Hop: and 
the 120th meridian flows the waters of 
the Peace, and to the north and south 
of the noble river the 4,500,000 acres of 
lama have been selected. 

It was in the fall of 1904 that the 
MacDonnell party left civilization 
Edmonton, and, travelling by the Slave 
Lake, made their way to Dunvegan, 
where they put in the winter and in 
tha spring of 1905 moved up to For. 
St. John where they spent almost all 
summer putting up feed for their 
horses and establishing headquarie.s 
camps. In the spring of the preseat 
year, after having gathe:ei ail the in 
tormation available, the se e-tion was 
commenced. Mr. MacDonnell! was re 
stricted only by the Laird river on 
the east and the northern boundary ot 
the province of British Columbia on 
the north, but he sele:ted all his jana 
in the vic nity of the Peace River and 
he pélieves that practicaliy every acre 
of it will eventuaily become productive 
farming land. 

After winding up the affairs of the 
expedition in the city, Mr. MacDonne 1 
will leave for the east to report totne 
Department, of Interior at Ottawa, and 
on his report, it is expectei, the goy- 
ernment will take action toward ce 
curing the land,

Bradstreets’, the greatest authority 
‘on’ trade in the United States and Can- 
ada, publish the following relative 
to the wheat market . 

Good crop reports and the prospect of 
unprecedented supplies for domestic use 
and export have been the moving cause 
of a further weakening of wheat pric- 
es, on which a new low record for the 
present crop has been made, and the 
lowest price for wheat in four years 
has been reached at New York and 
Chicago. Cash No. 2 red wheat sold at 
New York this week at 773-8 cents, 
which wasa decimal of two cents from 
the low point touched just before the 
issuance of the last government month- 
ly crop report and comparing with 396 
i-8 cents, the highest touched on Jan- 
uary 15th of this year. In 1905 the 
high price of cash wheat was 31.2), 
reached in February and the low was 
85 1-8 cents, tcuched in September.

Trade Agent Macheon Tells Millers 
that they must be able to Supply 
LarsSe Amounts and Steady 
Shipments 


It continues to be a matter of sur- 
prise to many people in Canada that 
Canadian flour does not figure more

Mr. Alexancer MacLein, of Yokohama, 
no pr¢ejidice againct Canadian flour, 
and certainly no discrimination op2r- 
ating. Without a single exception Mr. 
Maclean has found a readily express- 
ed dosire by both Japanese and for- 
eign, dealers t> take into consideration 
all that could be said, and all the 
quotations that could be given them 
with a view of p'acng Canadian f.our 
in afavorable light before then. Th? 
business asp<ct of the case ‘s what 
appeals to them, and they have a kcen 
appreciation of trade, without 
preference or prejudice as to the 
source whence it offers. In the first 
place, it may be sald of Canadian 
flour, as of other p-oljuctions and of 
merchandise and manufactures ¢ge1- 
erhlly, that there is nw dire t agency 
representing it, whereas for the flour 
of Canaila’’s competitors there are di- 
rect agencies, tezides the impetus of 
momentum of long time and witely e_- 
tablished trade connections. But that 
is not all, nor the chief drawback. 
Those already mentione! 2s being sur- 
prised at the smaliness of the flour 
t ade of Canad; with Japan will coub - 
less be further surpricei to learn that 
Canada is not yet in a position to ap-

pear as a formidable 
that country’s flour supply. 

The total export of flour at Vanccu- 
ver for 1995 amounted in value to 
| $76,485, of which $62,000 west to Japin. 
iTnis is the total export via the Pa- 
cific. The conclusion must be that it 
represents the present flour available 
for export from Canadian territory tri- 
butary to the Paciiic. 

“Thatistheamountin value of flour 
apparently availabie for one yetr, for 
exportation to Japan, and must be at 
least approximately correct,” says Mr. 
MacLean, “If Iam mistaken in that 
respzct, and if it should be ma-e to ap- 
pear that the value in flour availab e 
for export this way is double that 
amount, thea I would answer that if 
it were ten tines that amount, it would 
be yet insufficient to give Canadian 
flour a strong commercial stancing in 
the Japanese marke:*: 

“JT have had correspondence indicative 
of impatience, and I have not te2n 
blind to current comment and report 
in the Canadian press, expressive of 
impatience, at the slowness w.th which 
Canadian flour as a leading article wes 
taken hold of in this market. This 
critical attitude is conscquent upon the 

; failure to realize, first the peculiar 
conditions of the market, 
the mcasure of the present capacity of 
the Canadian farther-west as a source 
of supply. 

“I will not occupy time and. space 
with illustration; but I must state one

| themselves with proposals that did not 
mean barrels by the thousand; and 
more serious still, that contracts upon 
this basis would involve the obligation 
of continuous supply when ordered. 
/ He surrenderel unreservedly to advice 
whieh, upon his arrival here he had 
rejocted. He returnei to Canada rely- 
ling rather upon the future promise of 
| Alberta wheat, than upon the prezent 
sufficiency of Canada’s western sup- 
ply for business in the orient. This, 
I think, is putting his impressions in 
| moderate form. 

| “This market is doubtless peculiar 
and its peculiarities must be consicer- 
ed and scrupulously observed. Flour 
is sold largely, I might say exclusive-

Heretofore such engagements could not 
be contracted in Canada or if contract-

These references to the sufficiency 
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pose I place at ihe eastern bourdary 
of Alberta. Heretofore the offerings of 
flour from this source have btea too 
much of the casual job lot or surplus 
that some miller may have had over 
after local demand had been suppiied. 
These casual quantities are commonly 
put into the hands of a commission 
merchant who often finds that they 
are not -taken and he cannot unée-- 


stand why. i 
“There are reasons why, some of 
which may be stated; the brand may 


not be known; or it may ve that ‘the 
brand, if known, and the flour repre- 
sented by it do not correspond. Again, 
both brand and flour may be satisfac- 
tory, but the quantity too small io be 
interesting. Should all these otj:c- 
tions be absent, there yet remains the 
radical difficulty, that the importer 
will not go to the ¢rouble and ex- 
pense of making a market for an ar- 
ticle, the supply of which, in such 
quantities as he may require, he can- 
not be assured of in a business way. 
Of course, these renarks apply in no 
sense to the source of supply cast- 
ward from the Alberta line. Manitoba 
milling firms have quantity and qual- 
ity for any market; but the price by 
the time it gets out he-e may be re- 
garded as prohibitory. To take it to 
Japan would be to take it away irem 
the grip of the easie:n market, where 
it is in demand; against transporta- 
tion facilities, to compete in this mar- 
ket with Washington and Oregon flour 
that is grown oni milled fr c ica ly cn 
the Pacific coast. It is not reasonable 
to expcect results unie3s of an excep- 
tional kind under these circumstance3. 

«“‘What impresses the observer and the 
inquirer at first sight is that Canadian 
manufacturers are not here either in 
view or in prospectus. There is noth- 
ing to suggest the name of Canada, 
perhaps I should not say adihing, 
since being refreshed a day or two ago 
by the sight of two dray loads of En- 
derby, B.C., flour, so heavy that the 
attached horse power was unabie to 
take them up the gra-e to a littl? Jap- 
anes? bakery, where from _ personal 
knowleige I can say bread is mace of 
a uniform excellence quite up to the 
Canadian standard. 

“This flour wiil be evidence of the 
samples and sample orders metioned 
in my review of ‘Canadian Flour in 
Japan,’ as showing ability to compete 
if supply could be assured, Howeve-, 
I have repeatei that there is nothing 
to suggest the name of Canada e‘ther 
in the warehouse and shops, or in tke 
advertising columns of newspapers. 
The scenic beauties of hill-side and 
| plain along the route of travel are 
blemished conspicuously remince’s 
of the brands of Scotch whiskey, vari- 
ous foods for infants, ete.,; and many 
| other foreign and domestic rezessities ; 

but of this blemishing thsre is none 
done, possibly because Gf aesthetic 
ecruple3, on Canadian account. 

“These remarks will apply to prac- 
tically all lines of Canadian manutfac- 
ture and production. I have stated cf- 
ten in. these reports, in sub=tance, that 
with a few excepiions, everything that 
Canada grows and makes<is, represe2t- 
ed here in the course of ev@ryday trado, 
but not of Canadian production. Tho 
inference is that Canada dces not feel 
; the need of lookingto the far east for 
a market, because ke: present markets 
home and foreign, are absorbing kez 
cutput . That there are some exccp- 
tional examples, in the form of corres- 
pondence with this office, of a desire 
to learn the conditions in the Japan- 
| es¢ market and to take the advantages 
offercd, if any, shows that there is a 
{somewhat lively interest feit ani cp- 
erating, which augers weil; but that 
interest has not yet taken much of a 
tangible trade form.’”’
